Paris, August 13.—When ‘“Cheiro,” the 
notorious palmist, last carried on busi- 
ness in Paris, his card bore addresses in 
Fifth avenue, New York, and Hyde Park 
eourt, London, as well as 5, Rue Clement 
Marot, in this city, where he “received’’ 
daily from 2 to 4 in the afternoon. In 
private life “‘Cheiro’ poses as a count. 
In recent years his cHents have been 
almost solely women, and it is a rare ex- 
ception for him to grant an interview to 
one of the sterner sex. His usual fee is 
2 pounds, and frequently he charges dou- 
ble that amount. 

An American woman, well known in 
San Francisco society, consulted ‘‘Cheiro” 
in Paris in the spring of i900, and, 
among other matters, was informed that 
the two months most prejudicial to her 
Welfare were those of July and August. 
Strangely enough, her love? and sister 
died on the following July 4 and August 
13, respectively. Since then she has been 
a changed woman.

What the Ancient Weapons Could Do 


Officers of the German artillery have 
just completed the reconstruction of the 
ancient instruments which the Romans 
and Greeks used when besieging a walled 
city. Most of these, as is known, were 
of the form of catapults. Their genera] 
name among the Romans was tormenta, 
because they were operated by means 
of tightly twisted ropes (torquere). Then 
they had smaller engines known ag ona- 
eri or wild jackasses and scorpiones or 
scorpions. 

A number of these ancient engines 
have been built by the Germans under 
the direction: of a major in the Saxon 
army. Every bit of them is an exact 
duplicate of original machines, and some 
experiments made with them on the 
firing ranges in front of Metz have proy- 
ed that even if the ancient Romans and 
Greeks did not have powder and shot, 
they possessed terrible weapons in these 
mechanical devices. 

The little onagri which was tried at 
Metz, for instance, hurled its stone pro- 
Jectile into a wall 900 feet away with 
@uch power that it made a big hole. It 
was aiso found that these simple en- 
gines were wonderfully accurate as well 
as bein extraordinarily powerful.

A Day’s Slaughter Is 
Described.

Stowaway, August 13.—Whales by the

It is only in the Shetlands, however, 
that the value of the great sea harvest 
is appreciated, and at present the whales 
are being slaughtered at the rate of about 
thirty per day. 
whale fishing off the Shetland 
coast Nas been very successful during the 
past week. At Ronasvoe and Olnafirth 
stations, the latter having four steamers, 
the catch ‘has been eleven whales for 
each. Collafirth, with one steamer, has 
accounted for five. The total] catch for 
the week has been 164 whales. 

It is not by British whalers that the 
operations are carried on, though a good 
deal of British capital is involved. No 
fewer than four Norwegian companies 
are engaged in whale fishing at the Shet- 
land whaling station, there belng two at 
Ronasvoe, one at Colafirth and one at 


'Olnafirth. 


These companies have each small 
steamers which cruise about in search of 
whales, which are all about 70 feet in 
length, though there have been several 
over 80 feet Iong. 

A few days ago a rare specimen of 
sperm whale, 60 feet long, was harpooned, 
its value being ovér 200 pounds. Last 
week a. Greenland whale was caught, 
the bone, of course, being very valuable. 

How They Are Caught. 

The capture of whales by the old meth- 
ods was attended with a great deal of 
trouble and failure. They are 


Steamers somewhat bigger than trawlers, 
and of good speed, are used in this work. 

When a whale is sighted from _ the 
crow's nest dangling on the foremast, 


the wher {¢s itself directed for it, and 


steams carefully to within 20 to 30 yards 
indeed, as it can 


It is no longer a matter of a dexter- 
ously handled boat and a powerful, 
strongly nerved harpooner, for in the bow 
of the whaler is a short canhon,, mounted 
on a wooden stock, and fired like a pistol 
Dy a trigger trained on a swivel. 

Into this the harpoon is loaded with 
a small charge sufficient to lodge it in 
the whale’s body. The harpoon is a pon- 
derous weapon of about three to four 
hundred weight, and the head is compos- 
ed of four barbs, Which Me folded back 
until the fish ts struck and a strain is 
put upon them, when each barb extends 
fourteen inches and grips fast. 

But that is not all. Behind the head of 
the harpoon is a small shell or grenade, 
which explodes on impact and if the fish 
has been struck in a vital part, say, just 
behind the fin, kills it. 

Whale Tows the Ship. 

If the result has not beén fatal to the 
whale, of course the line is paid out, then 
made fast , the whale being allowed to 
tow the ship until it gives up, exhausted, 
when it is easily approached and de- 
spatched. 

Immediately it is dead qa hollow lance 
is passed deen into the lower part of the 
body and through a flexible tube attached 
to the shaft air jis rapidly pumped into 
the carcass, thereby enabling it to float 
easily and also preventing to a certain 
extent decomposition. When it is suffi- 
ciently inffated the lance is withdrawn 
and the aperture plugged. 

If no other possible capture is within 
sight the ship makes for the station or 
land at full speed. There the carcass is 
hauled ashore to a large platform, where 
the blubber is tsripped off and melted 
down into oll. 

Attached to each station is also a ma- 
nure factory in which the offal and stNp- 
ped carcass must be disposed of. 

As the romance of whaling has disap- 
peared before steam and gunpowder, so 
have the dangers. An accident is now al- 
most unknown save when, as has hap- 
pened, an infuriated whale rams a steam- 
er and staves in some plates, 


EUROPEAN TRIPS. 


Some Points for the Traveler Who 
Would Be Economical. 
(From Pilgrim.) 

The apparent cheapness of cab fares 
in Europe will at first lead one into un- 
necessary extravagance, which can easily 
be avoided. In every large city and 
many smaller ones little hand-books of 
the tramway lines can be had, and the 
cars are so plainly marked that the in- 
telligent fraveler soon learns to use 
them. You do not really know a city or 
its people until you have studied both at 
close range in the street cars: you are 
too far away from them in a cab. 

Museums, galleries and palaces are al- 
ways open one day at least in each week 
free of charge. To arrange for a visit 
on this day will save quite a tidy little 
sum in entrance fees when the expenses 
are counted up at last. 

To sum up, $2 a day is a liberal al- 
lowance for living expenses, for they 
will not rise to this sum in cities where 
a long sojurn is made, and so the great- 
er cost of short stands will be equalized 
to this one average. Almost all European 
countries offer special cut railroad rates 
for a number of tours during the sum- 
mer months. Information as to this is 
obtainable in the bureau of information 
in every city railway station, where of- 
ficials speaking EXnglish can always be 
found. These round trip tickets cover 
about everything to be seen in the coun- 
try in question and international routes 
can also be covered by their help at a 
cOvt less than that offered by the tour- 
ist agencies. Steamer travel is cheaper 
than rail, but the great time demanded 
makes the question of meals a serious 
one, as there is no helping yourself out 
with a sandwich bought at a station. 
To be able to avail oneself of all these 
possibilities for saving money and really

There was some show of resentment at 
this order, and the launch headed for the 
shore, but miscalculated its course, and

@a.the passengers rushed to one side, 
turned turtle. 

Only a few of the thousands of peonle 
that lined the shore witnessed the acci- 
dent, but the police immediately set to 
work to recover the bodies. Many of the 
gpectators, including officials of the dis- 


trict government, protested against the 


continuance of the racing, in view of the 
tragedy, but the officials in charge de- 
clined to stop the sport, saying that it 
was inexpedient, because people had 
come on from numerous other cities to 
take part, and that the regatta was the 
result of long-laid plans, in which many 
outside interests were concerned. 

Thers was ea great deal of criticism of 
this decision. The cheering for the com- 
peting crews, as they passed the scene 
of the tragedy, and the shrills and deaf- 
ening whistles of the pleasure craft, con- 
tinued while the bodies of the unfor- 
tunate victims were being grappled for, 
dragged into view, and sent to the police 
station. 

Majot Sylvester, the superintendent of 
police, and Coroner Glazebrook were at 
the scene and directed the work of the 
large corps of police, detectives and vol- 
unteer assistants engaged In recovering 
and identifying the bodies.

Memphis, Tenn., August 13.—By a de- 

cision handed down in the chancery court 


of this county today brokers in this city 


wishing a ticker cotton quotation service 
must secure the approval of the Memphis 


cotton exchange before the telegraph 
company can install the ticker. This is 
the first adjudication in this territory of 
the contract executed some time since 
between the Western Union Telegraph 
Company and the New York and New 
Orleans cotton exchanges. The contract 
provides that ticker service can only be 
extended to such brokerage firms at the 
cities maintaining recognized cotton ex- 
changes as shall meet the approval of 
the local cotton exchange.

IT AFFECTS MANY PRINTERS. 


Action of Typographical Union on 
the Eight-Hour Day. 

St. Louis, August !3.—The work of the 
convention of the International Typo- 
graphical Union, which adjourned sine 
die today, resulted in the complete revi- 
sion of many of the general laws em- 
bodied in the- constitution that will have 
far-reaching effect on the printer's trade. 

The action favoring the eight-hour day 
stands out preeminently If the referen- 
dum, before which this proposition has 
been placed for final decision, concurs 
with the convention, as the delegates be- 
lieve it will, 45,000 union . ~»printers 
throughout Canada and the United States 
will be affected. It is provided that the 
law shall go into effect January !, 1905, 
and a fund is to be raised by assessment 
to stand the Sxpenses of a strike if it 
ghould be found necessary to resort to 
such a measure, 

Favorable action was taken by the con- 
venticn on the proposition to provide for 
the administration of obligations by cer- 
tificate to new members outside the juris- 
diction of subordinate unions, making 
more stringent the present law relative 
t> abuse and vituperative language 
| against any member, providing a standard 
of measurement for Hnotype matrices and 
providing that provisional members may 
use tthe union label. 

After a lengthy discussion, in which 
the internal affairs of printing offices 
figured as a prominent factor, the con- 
vention sustained the decision of the 
executive committee, which decision up- 
held the decision of a New Orleane fore- 
man in @ischarging a certain printer on 
the grounds of alleged incompetency. The 
delegates who opposed the decision assert- 
ed t the printer in question had been 
discharged by the fcreman because of 
personal feeling. 

The convention's action establishes a 
precedent, which, it is said. will make 
it necessary for a men working in any 
department of a union printing office to 
be absolutely competent to perform the 
work required of him. 

The convention then adjourned sine die 
to meet in Toronto, Canada, in the sec- 
ond week of August, 1905.

The Transfer Complications. 

In response to the agitation for im- 
provement in the transfer system of 
the street railways one change has 
been announced which is calculated 
to remove a good deal of the trouble 
complained of by passengers- coming 
from Ponce de Leon. The transfer 
point from Ponce de Leon cars to 
Whitehall and north Atlanta cars has 
been fixed for the intersection of 
Peachtree, Ivy and Forrest avenue, 
which is an improvement over the 
former rule requiring transfers at 
the corner of Ponce de Leon avenue 
and Peachtree. 

General Manager Glenn makes this 
announcement in a statement furnish- 
ed The Constitution. In this state-| 
ment Mr. Glenn argues at some 
length the case of his company against 
a central] transfer point. In many re- 
spects his argument is by no means 
convincing. When he cites certain 
transferz which, in their very nature, 
must be made at the outskirts of the 
city, it looks very much as if he is 
seeking to engage in the pleasing 


ishing the present board by making every member of it, and their 
successors as well, ineligible for reelection. As stated by Colonel 
John B. Goodwin, the city attorney has given official opinion to the 
effect that the council can legally take such action, and he strongly 
advises that course.

Council now has opportunity to cut out a festering sore in the 
city government of Atlanta—a cancer which is gnawing at the very 
vitals of efficient municipal administration, and it is to be hoped that 
it will fully measure to the requirements of the occasion. 

It is clear that the council’s power can be exercised in a manner 
that will bring relief to Atlanta. Have the members of that body 
the nerve to rise equal to the situation, or is their conduct to be 
dominated by police board politics? We sincerely hope the mem- 
bers of the council will manifest sufficient regard for the welfare of 
the city and the wishes of the people to rise in their might and give 
the city relief; but we must admit there is not much in the record 
of that body to warrant such hope. We all remember how, after 
having passed a resolution looking to a charter change that would 
have brought some relief, a majority of the members of that body, 
shaking with fear of the police board politicians, went rushing to 
the capitol to ask the legislature to pay no attention to their former 
action—and this after the senate had passed the bill for which coun- 
cil had prayed. 

Perhaps, however, the present popular upheaval of disgust with 
police board factionalism and its results may open the eyes of a 
‘najority of the council. 

Can they doubt where the people stand in this matter? 

If they do, let the question of whether the chief or the board 
should run the police force be left, in some shape, for an expres- 
sion of the people at the coming city primary. Let them ask the 
neople whether they want a chairman of the board who is con- 
stantly “butting in” to the detriment of the department’s efficiency, 
or whether they want a chief who will be chief in fact as well as in 
name? 

The issue can be clearly and fairly presented so as to get an 
expression of the real sentiments and wishes of the people. Will 
the police board make it? They dare not! 

Has the council the manhood to do its part in executing the 
people’s will? We wish there were no good grounds for our ex- 
pressions of doubt on this score. Nobody would be quite so glad 
as The Constitution to see these doubts swept away by positive 
action on the part of a majority of the city’s legisllators. 

They have the power to do away with all this disgraceful con- 
dition of affairs. 

Are they men enough to do their duty?

Where this 
rule appears contradicted, it is safe 
to assume that the haphazard quality 
of luck is responsible—that the in- 
dividual succeeded in spite of himself 
and his indolent distaste for his work.

It is not at all essential to the prop- 
er working of the transfer system 
that the passenger seeking a change 
must make it “at the first point of in- 
tersection with the line to which the 
transfer is desired.” That theory is 
at the bottom of most, if not all, the 
trouble with the present system. I? 
it is clear, as it seems to be, that 
transfer at some central point would 
be simpler and more convenient for 
both the passenger and the company, 
why stick to the old plan? 

To those who have had experience 
with the street railways of other cities 
the system here seems to be unnec- 
essarily complicated. It is a rare 
experience to get on a car where 
there is not some confusion over a 
transfer. The transfer slip itself is 
very like a Chinese puzzle. Passen- 
gers have difficulty in understanding 
what they have been given, while the/ 
company’s conductors are compelled 
to devote considerable study to each 
before they will take the chance of 
ringing it up as a cash fare. Every 
passenger who presents a transfer is 
viewed with suspicion as one who has 
it in his heart to beat the company. 

This confusion is not at all neces- 
sary. The transfer proposition is, or 
should be, a very simple one. The 
percentage of the traveling public 
which seeks to beat the company is 
very small. The people generally ex- 
pect nothing but what is fair. They 
know that other cities have greatly 
simplified this transfer question, and 
they cannot see why it should not be

AND LOCAL LAWS PASSED 


Resums of Work of Session Just 


Closed Shows Vast Amount of 
Work Was Done—Gome Im- 
portant Measure That 
Did Not Pasa. 


Of the vast amount of work &Acocom- 
plished by the general assembly of 1904, 
just adjourned, much of it wag com- 
pressed into the last four days of the 
gession. Indeed, it may be said that the 
principal events of the session transpired 
during the closing hours, the days of 
last week and up to the hour of ad- 
— sine die on Thursday night, 

t. 

It was upon the last day of the ses- 
pion that the common school fun® or 
that part o6 4 raised by direct taxa- 
tion. was increased from $800,000 to 
$1,000,000 by agreement of the house 
and senate, @s a result of which the 
common schoojs of the state will re- 
ceive in 1905 a total of more than $i,- 
900,000, or about $325,000 more than 
they hav@ ever had before Along with 
this thére came, too, an agreement 
upon an appropriation of $2,500 for 
farmers’ institutes, which wil) be held 
next year in every senatorial district 
in the state—a small appropriation, it is 
true, but one, nevertheless, of much 
importance to the farmers of the state. 
It was but the day before that final 
a@greement was reached on the fund for 
the state sanitarium next year, the 
amount? being fixed at $337,000, or $7,- 
000 more than the house had agreed to 
give. Also, in the general appropriations 
bill, where all these matters were treat- 
ed, an appropriation of $7,500 was made 
to the state board of health with which 
to carry on the work for which it was 
organized, and by specia] bill an appro- 
priation of $10,000 was given tu the 
state department of entomology with 
which top carry on its work of sup- 
pressing the fruit and plant pests of the 


state and to take steps to keep out of 
Georgia the Mexican boll weevil, which | 


has proven so disastrous to the cotton 
planters of Texas and Louisiana. 

Several other important appropriations 
were 
in the closing hours last week, includ- 
ing $25,000 for buildings for the state 
normal school at Athens, $10,000 for 


-buildings for the technological school, 


$29.000 to rebuild science hall, destroy- 
ed by fire, on the campus of the state 
university, $5,000 to repair buildings 
et the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
pollege, at Milledgeville, and several 
others of minor importance. 
Some Important Measures. 

The Constitution presents today a com- 
plete list of all the laws enacted by 
the general assembly which adjourned 
on Thursday, including both the general 
end local measures, practically all of 
which will become laws by recelying 
the signature of the governor. Governor 
Terrell has already signed many of 
these bills and by Tuesday night will 
have completed the work of attaching 
his name to the acts of the legisalture 


of 1904. So far as is known, he will | 


mot veto any of the measures passed un- 
Jess it be one or two resolutions appro- 
priatine money for pensions or to pay 
the per diems of members who died be- 
fore the session began, which by many 
@re considered unconstitutional. It Is 
not likely that a single one of the gen- 
eral laws wil] be vetoed. 

Some of the general measures enacted 
by this general assembly are of great 
importance. For instance, there was the 
“money shark’ bill, passed just before 
the elose of the session on Thursday 
afternoon, which provides for the regu- 
lation of the business of money lending 
on furniture and household goods. The 
Object of this measure is to protect the 
poorer class of borrowers from these 
money-lenders, who have been in the 
habit of charging them from 600 to 2,- 
000 per cent for small loans, amd ex- 
acting from them the last penny. The 
law which the house and senate put 
through on Thursday requires .each of 
these money lenders to take out a It- 
cense. It then fixes reasonable rates 
of interest which may be charged for 


making such small loans, and a violation | 


of the law means a forfeiture of license. 
It prohibits a person altogether from 
pledging his unearned salary as & 8©- 


curity for such a loan and throws such | 


restrictions around the business as will 
protect those who most need such pro 
tection. : 
Another general measure passed fn the 
closing hours which will prove of much 
interest is the bill by Senator Howell 
Prohibiting traffic in non-transferrable 


signature tickets issued by railroad com-

Sion saw the defeat wr tne Australian 
ballot bill upon which much time had 
been spent by both bodies. The bill as 
it passed the house was amended by the 
Senate, so as to make it a jocal option 
law, providing that it should go into ef- 
fect in each county only after a vote of 
the people adopting it. This feature 
proved unacceptable to the house, and 
it was on this point that the house and 
Senate hitched. After three conference 
committees had wrestled with the prob- 
lem, it was apparent that no agreement 
could be reached on this point, and so 
the bill went to its defeat in the gen- 


session and, again by Dr. T. J. M. Kelly, 
of Glascock, who has for xyears been 
a champion of ballot reform in Geor- 

a. 

In almost the same manner the Hal! 
tax assessors’ bill met its death. The 
house bill provided for three assessors 
to be appointed by the comptroller gen- 
eral to assess all corporation property 
such as is now returned to the comp- 
troler general. The senate substitute 
Provided for simflar tax assessors to be 
appointed by the gOvernor, and besides 
county boards in each county, to be ap- 
Pointed by the grand juries. The house 
refused to accept the senate substitute, 
and three conference committees were 
unable to reach any agreement, which 
both the house and senate would accept. 
So the bill was defeated for the lack of 
any plan on which the two bodies could 
eet together, and the method of assessing 
corporation property will remain the 
same as it has been. 

The bill by Mr. Hal! requiring all rail- 
roads operating In Georgia to secure 
state charters, died itn the senate. The 
DIN to require raflroads to equip their 
lumber cars with Standards, for which 
the lumbermen made such a hard fight, 
died as the result of an adverse report 
of the thhouse committee On rallroads. 
The bill providing for a state reforma-. 
tory for juvenile criminals never got to 
a hearing, but it will make its appear- 
ance again at the next session and will 
be pushed for all it is worth. In the 
same manner many other important 
measures failed of passage, as for tin- 
stance the governorship succession b1!!, 
upon which the house and senate could 
not agree. This is a measure which wil! 
have to be passed as a resurt of the 
change in the time of holding the legis- 
lative sessions.

Operators as a Rule Got Left, 
Although Northwestern Clique 
Did Well—Gates Is Now 
After the Steel 
Trust. 


By Robert N. Burnett. 

New York, August 13.—(Special.)—The 
popular belief is that strong cliques made 
fortunes On the recent rise in’ wheat, one 
of them being made up of a Northwest- 
ern crowd, following the expert advice of 
i. V. Jones, that there was a wing of 
this pool in New York with subsidiary 
branches scattered over the United 
States, and that other offshoots of the 
pool were im Paris and Liverpool, using 
thair influence in lifting the foreign 
markets. There is some truth in this 
thecry, but it pow appears that the big 
people made only a fraction of what they 
might have done had they shown suffi- 
elent confidence in the stability of tha 
market. Most of them believed that 
¢heat was too high when the rise started 
below 85 and they bought only sparingly 
up to 90. Even Jones’ friends did not 
feel like risking their all until it was tvo 
Jate and they were afraid the bulge had 
pean overdone. 

The people who made the big money, 
ag 1 am informed by the closest ob- 
geryers, were the rank and file who 
“early in the game’ developed a fever 
to buy wheat and as it soared above a 
dollar became still more frantic and 
got in all their friends. The public 
ran away with the market while the 
big people, as a whole, stood anu look- 
ed on in amazement. Armour missed 
this trick. it is difficult to estimate the 
profits of a thousand and one individ- 
vals. Some cleaned.up $1,000, some 
$5,000, others $10,000, and others did 
much better. In a smaller way it was 
the etock market of 1900 repeated and 
ali the caution from Expert Jones when 
wheat was around 98 about the rise be- 
ing overdone did not prevent traders 
from rush@@g in to place their few dol- 
lars. It all goes to show that with a 
food of damage -reports about rust cr 
from any other cause, the effect on 
sentiment is often greater than those 
who circulated them expected; but when 
the ball ig once set in motion there is 
no telling when it will stop. Such move- 
ments always run their course and are 
followed by a revulsion in the opposite 
direction. 

Wheat To Be Higher. 

But the best authorities here believe 
that wheat is bound to work consider- 
ably higher—maybe next spring, per- 
haps Much sooner on the statitstical po- 
sition. They say that we have practi- 
cally no wheat in this country for ex- 
port, yet Europe is short some 150,000,- 
000 bushels. It must make up the dif- 
ference somehow, or get something elise 
to take the place of it. Exports of 
corn are expected to bé large this year, 
but not at such prices as rule today. 
Belief is that if we have a large cro) 
of corn the price will work considerably 
lower. Meanwhile there is a big ‘“‘if’’ 
to conténd with. It is generally con- 
ceded that the grain market will for 
some little time be the most tempting 
one to epeculators, just as cotton was up 
to within recent months. Stocks occupy 
an uncertain position for the time be- 
ing and are likely to pursue a hesitating 
tendency until after the election. 

The chief interest in the cut of $4 per 
ton in the price of steel billets by the 
Republic Iron and Steel Company lies 
not in the trade end of the matter Dut 
the motive which may be back of it. 
There is a growing belief that John W. 
Gates wants to force the United States 
Steel Corporation to buy the Republic 
plant ang that he threatened to demora’r. 
Ize the stee] husiness in one of its most 
vital parts in order to accomplish his 
pirposea How much truth, if any, there 
is in this theory, the future will dc- 
velop. Certain persons here who appear 
to be close to Gates, have for a long 
time been claiming that the United 
States Steel Corporation will absorb the 
Republic Company. This talk began 
about the time that Mr. Gates acquired 
2 large interest in the latter companys 
stock—which was on last year’s break, 
when the price of the preferred dropped 
from above 80 to below 37 and the com- 
mon from 22 to below 6. Popular belief 
is that Gates is now much the largest 
holder of these stocks. What negotia- 
tlons he has had with the Steel Trust 
people, with a view to selling out the 
Republic Company, if any, is not known. 
It has always been denied that there was 
any desire to sell out to the big com- 
pany. 

Mr. Gates, when he was an influential 
factor in Colorado Fuel and Iron was 
credited with trying to sell that com- 
pany to the United States Steel Cor- 
poration. He apparently agreed upon 4 
price with the Morgan people, but Chair- 
man Osgood blocked the deal) and Gates 
@nd his associates were finally worstcd 
in the fight with Osgood for control and 
the former's plans in connection with 
that company came to naught. If the 
above explanation is based on fact, the 
future course of the steel trade will be 
watchea with a great deal of interest. 
Gates is an aggressive fighter and his 
financia] resources are asserteq to be 
in excellent condition for carrying on 
& campaign. 

The ted heard a highly interesting 
report this week to the effect that James 
R. Keene is heavily short of Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway stock and that & 
concerted move to 4rive him in was the 
main cause of the sharp rise in the price 
Of this issue. Exact facts, of course, are 
lacking, and hearsay “evidence” must be 
taken with allowance. According to the 
feport the great operator seems to havé 
thourht that in trying to depress Metro- 
Politan he was fighting the Harriman, or 
Kuhn Loeb & Co. interests on another 
side. His opposition toward them began 
with the Southern Pacific row, in whicn 
the latter came out ahead. In attacking 
Metropolitan Street Railway, if Mr. 
Keene actually did, he knew that this 
company for some time has not been 
earning its full 7 per cent dividend and 
that !etronovlitan Securities Company 
had to make up the balance required, 
under its guarantee. He also knew that 
certain large interests were compelled to 
Equidate their Metropolitan stock.

JAPANESE WAIT TO GET 
SHIPS NOW IN SHANGHAI 

Shanghai, August !3.—Great excitement 
was caused here yesterday by the news 
that four Russian warships had anchored 
at Saddle islands. During the afternoon 
the Russian torpedo boat destroyer Groz- 
ovoi steamed up the river, having vainly 
attempted to make Tsin-Chou, being 
headed off by the Japanese. The Grozo- 
voi is very dirty, and unpainted and 
her crew are black with smoke and 
erime. They had hard steaming to es- 
cape the Japanese. Later the Russian 
cruiser Askold, with Rear Admiral Ouk- 
tomeky, second in command to the late 
Admiral Withoft, om board, arrived at 
Woosung in the condition reported last 
night, namely, with her fifth funnel 
gone close to the deck, all the funnels 
riddle with shell holes, one gun on the 
port side dismounted and several large 
shell holes above the water line and with 
one lieutenant and eleven men killed 
and fifty men wounded. It is said that 
the Askold intends to go in dock today 
and stop the leaks under water. Pilots 
report that three Russian cruisers are 
off the Saddle islands, awaiting collters 
from Tsin-Chou. 

‘The Japanese squadron, consisting of 
one fron clad, two large cruisers and 
four torpedo boat destroyers, is watching 
outside to intercent the cruisers. The 
Japanense consul here is urging the 
Taotai to disarm the Grozovoi and Ask- 
old, but no decision is yet known to have 
been arrived at.

Carolina mountains, which are full of 
beauty, and these colonists have focussed 
here from many states and even from 
across the water. So there are many 
types, more or less varied, and more or 
less interesting that have formed, during 
the past few rainy days, studies that 
are frequently worth while. ‘There has 
been only a fitful sun to tempt the ath- 
letic to outdoor exercise and a harmiess 
wetting. but now the significance of the 
clouds is changing and the weather, s0 
the mountaineers say, and they ought to 
know, shows every Indication of set- 
tlinge Into the reliably fine deys and 
nights that characterized July. 

Many of the women and ail of the men 
hardly mind the rain, but wearing thetr 
walking colthes, which preclude a cold, 
and carrying an umbrella, which ts the 
popular substitute for a hat, they tramp 
and ride and drive and fish and row and 
hunt regardless of the uncertain ele- 
ments. The only pessimists are those who 
miss a promised view from the mown- 
tains on account of obscuring clouds of 
mists and always either the morning 
or the afternoon Is clear, for these wide, 
indefinke eye-sweeps that hotel guides 
meagures one way, the unaccustomed 
visitor gauges another and the trained 
glance of the mountaineer covers yet 
more exactly. 

The young woman who is athletic finds 
here her paradise—an earthly one In 
which short skirts that are by no means 
graceless, leather gaiters that are a de- 
flance to enakes in the underbrush, yet 
not ungainly, heavy shoes that are guilt- 
less of heels and so adapted to climbing, 
and a coiffure that disdains “trats’’ and 
combs, are the correct thing, and fright- 
en airy fairies back into the past or to 
some resort less ideal than Fairfield. The 
equestrienne shares, or re than shares, 
she thinks, the enjoyment of the pedes- 
trienne, but even with ‘h@r horse she can 
scarcely go farther into the mountains 
or see more than the energetic young 
woman who walks. Although there are 
good riding horses in plenty, the num- 
ber of young women who ride is un- 
fortunately not large, and so a greater 
meed of admiration and envy is accord- 
ed those who do. - 

One of the first outings suggested here 
is the ascent of Bald mountain, the big, 
bare-faced elevation that faces the hotel, 
and the pleasure of the venture is deepest 
for the man or the woman who is ob- 
Servant of details.

ing calamity if some wise legislation is 
not had speedily to check such unscrup- 
ulous tendencies. But, says one, our | 
splendid type of civilization is unparal- | 
leled in the annals of history. Yes, the 
most splendid outward civilization is 
compatible with the deepest infamy. it 
has been said that “the polished Greeks, 
the world’s masters in the delight of

There does not seem to be any ground 
for complaining that people in this part 
| of the country marry too young; or for 
| believing that many marrifges are un- 
|@appy because entered upon at too early 
an age. Rather the tendency today 
| among many classes of society is to post- 
/pone marriage beyond the years which 
were usual time for marrying a genera- 
tion ago. But the reason for this greater 
delay must in great part be attributed 

the increased fondness for a style of 


to 
living which in other days was looked a 


tg as a luxury. The young men, and es-« 


ecially the young women, of today are 
not willing to begin family life with the 
simplicity of their fathers and motners. 
They are reluctant to invest the same 
amount of sacrifice and self-denial in the 
marriage state for the benefits and re- 
wards that family life offers them. It 
is a like exaggerated selfish love of ease 
and fear of responsibility which keep so 
many of our young men from establish- 
ing homes of their own. That there is a 
real evil in this growing custom does not 
need to be demonstrated. 

If there are more unhappy marriages 
today than formerly the cauge is to be 
found in the looser notions and prac- 
tices which obtain in our modern socie- 
ty about matrimony, owing to the loss 
of respect for the sacred and sacra- 
mental character of the marriage bond. 
The appalling divorce etatistics of the 
United States will bear out the truth of 
this statement. The great danger to be 
signalled is the purely secular view of 
matrimony, making it simply a_ civil 
contract which may be put on or off 
with the same ease or frequency as any 
civil contract or business agreement. It 
is easy to understand that where such 
views prevail hasty and _ ill-considered 
unions will not be wanting. 

To invest marriage with the sacred 
Character that the church has always 
given it, and to respect its twofold at- 
tribute of unicity and indissolubility, is to 
apply the saving remedy for a great evi! 
that threatens to undermine society. 
Young people should be tnduced to ac- 
cept a simpler mode of living and not 
put off marriage till luxuries can be had. 
With these conditions 25 years does not 
seem ‘to be too early for a man to have 
a home of his own, nor the early 20’s 
too premature for a young woman to as- 
sume the responstbilities of marriage. 
Fidelity to the true idea of matrimony 
will In. all cases be a more influential 
factor for a happy marriage than the 
question of age.

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REMARKABLE WORK FOR 
CHRIST BY JAP Y.M.C.A. 


| Fisher, national secretary of the 
Young Men's Christian Association of 


Japan, in discussing the work of the 
Japanese Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion in the army at the front, said: 

“Like Cromwell's Ironsides, the Japa- 
nese soldiers are fignating under a high 
moral impulse. They believe they are 
champions of righteousness, but they are 
not Christians by any means, nor do 
they recognize that they, Hke Cyrus and 
hig cohorts.are agentg of the author of 
righteousness. In fact the majority of 
both officers and privates would ac- 
knowledge a prejudice against ‘tne Jesus 
way, which only a generation ago was 
branded as ‘the poisonous teaching.’ On 
the other hand, it should be said that 
the army is the most conservative of all 
government departments, and that some 
even of the highest army officers are 
broad-minded and pro-Chrietian. Waen 
war was declared in February, the case 
stood as followg: 

‘Leaders in the Japanese Young Men’s 
Christian Association movement were 
laying plans to do among the Japanese 
troops what the American associations 
did so successfully for our men in the 
Spanish-American war. The corrupt and 
wily Buddhist priests were currying fa- 
vor with certain army commanders, so 
as to enjoy a monopoly of army chap- 
laincies. The under officials in the gen- 
eral staff were opposed to allowing 
Christian chaplaing and association secre- 
taries with the troops, and blocked our 
petitions at every turn. 

“Every door seemed barricaded. The 
highest officials, whose gympathy we 
felt we might count on if once they un- 
derstood the nature of our work, were 
almost inaccessible through the pres- 
sure of the war, added to the customary 
red-tapeism. What could be done? 

“First of all, a combination was affect- 
ed with the Nationa] Evangelical Alli- 
ance, which had sent out a few chap- 
lains during the war with China in !894. 
Next, Christian and pro-Christian nobles 
and army officials were enlisted in préss- 
ing the petition upon the general staff, 
but for several weeks the invariable an- 
Swer was, ‘We can't attend to such de- 
tails yet;’ or, ‘Tne soldierg are 998 per 
cent Buddhists—why force Christian 
chaplains upon them?’ or a plain ‘No!’ 
Finally, in April, the petition gained the 
favor of two or three Japanese high in 
the councils of , largely. through 
the fact that sev diplomats from 
Caristian nationg let it be known that 
they were with us. Early in May the

Think of an army 
of from three to four hundred thousand 
country lads, many of whom will at 
least have their prejudices against Chris- 
tlanity removéd by this friendly Chris- 
tian ministration, and become advocates 
among bigoted kinsfolks of tne religion 
of brotherly love! If this enterprise is 
adequately backed up by the Christians
